In the discussion of the question four 


period* need to be kept in mind, viz. 
First, from 1814, when Oape Colony 
and the Boera with it, came under the 
rale of Great Britain, to 1852, when the 
Boeri received their independence as a 
free gift from Great Britain by the 
conrention of Sand river. 


Daring this period occurred the 


Great Trek or emigration, first to Na- 
tal In 1886-7, and then to the Orange 
Free State and the Transvaal, in 1848 
and 1818, respectively. The "Treks" 
were mida chiefly became Great Brit- 
ain freed all slaves of her dominions in 
1834, and would not permit the Boers 
to keep them in Oape Colony or, as she 
fairly warned her trekking subjects, in 
any adjacent colonies. 


Her reasons were two, humanity and 


self-protection. Natives raised and en- 
slaven by the Boers attacked and made 
reprisals on whites, 


In 1862 the Boers received their in- 


dependence on oondltion of not per- 
mitting or practicing slavery. They 
bare never kept the condition except 
In pretense. They simply changed the 
name to "apprenticeship." 


The second period from '62 to '77, Was 


the time ot trial, when the Boer repub- 
lic showed what she could do with her 
newly won prize. Mr. Unsworth com- 
pared her to a boy who baa pestered a 
jack knife oat of an indulgent father, 
only to cripple himself with it. By 
1877 the country had simply "gone to 
the doge." It had 12s. 6d. in the treas- 
ury. The State officials had bad no , 
salaries for six months; there was no 
public credit; no contract was good; 
President Burger's refused to dive any 
more warrants for public expenses, be- 
came there was no earthly prospect of 


ever redeeming them; no protection of 
life, black of,whi(,e. To add to extrem- 
ity, two powerful native chief*, one of 
them the redoubtable Getewayo, were 
on the borders, the latter'a army alone 
numbering 40,000 men. Great Britain, 
on the petition of many prominent 
Boers, sent to the Transvaal Sir The 
ophllus Shepstone, who "forcibly" an- 
nexed it by means of bis army of 26 
policemen. 


The third period extend! from 1877 


to 1884, during which the war for Inde- 
pendence was fought. 
This Is the war 


that begau with the battle of-Bronk- 
harst Spruit, December 20, 1880, and 
ended, practically, with that of Majaba 
Hill on the 27th of the following Feb- 
ruary. 


Tbe incredible vacillation and folly 


of Mr. Gladstone, meant as an act of 
magnanimity, but ever afterward con- 
Rtrned by the Boers as one of cowardice 
and weakness, and by the British resi- 
dents of the Transvaal as one of gross 
treauhery—this "premature application 
of the principles of the gospel," culmi- 
nating in the Pretoria convention of 
1881, and later, the London convention 
of 1864, is Introductory to and largely 
responsible for the Uitlander's griev- 
ances, the Jameson raid and the pres- 
ent interference of Great Britain which 
will form the subject of the next lecture i 
,o be given in the Gymnasium, Thurs- 
day, march V9th. 


Tbe lecture above outlined simply 


laid the historical foundation for the 
real discussion of the absorbing theme 
of such present, wide spread interest. 
We are informed by Mr. Unsworth that 
the second lecture is not so dependent 
on this as to be obscure to those who 
•tmissed this.

OVERCOMES 


It woald be a relief, were it possible 


to procure it, to ascertain the differ- 
ence, if any there i», between the 
policy and coarse of the administration 
respecting oar new territories and the 
policy and coarse of England toward 
its oolonie*. There in a difference in 
•erne particulars, ao (ar as the policy 
of the Republican party is declared, 
that is against ue in all that is just In 
government, as self governing men 
understand government. The an writ- 
ten constitution of England la in force 
to a like extent in the colonies oREog- 
land aa it is ia England. 


Trial by jury, writ of habeas corpus 


and other rights that belong to the 
person or to the individual subject, 
kuoivn aa the personal rights of Eng- 
lishmen and property rights that make 
up the constitution of England, are in 
ae fall foroe and operation in the col- 
onies aa they are in England. Where- 
ever the flag of England floats, there ia 
In foroe the constitution ot that coun- 
try. 


While we bare rejected the mon- 


aroblal form of English government, 
we have adopted all of Ita constitu- 
tional safeguards to the rights of the 
person, and its laws for the protection 
of property. It required about seven 
hundred years to build the constitu- 
tion of England, because It was con- 
structed by adding one right and then 
another, that were at long Intervals 
forced from the kings, and in that way 
the more liberal government of Eng- 
land wa.a evolved from the old slave 
form, when men who lived upon land 
were transferred with it, who thereafter 
served the new owner or lord of the 
manor. 


The common or unwritten law ot 


England Is the law of each State in tbe 
Union except the State of Louisiana, 
which retained the civil law received 
from France before the Louisiana 
purchase. la the common law tbe 
principles that make up tbe unwritten 
constitution of England are largely 
declared. Wherever the authority of 
England IP, there is also tbe common 
law and the constitution of England as 
a matter of right to those who are 
under tbe protection of that country. 


It is true that the constitution and 


common law 
ot 
England 
follows 


authority represented by the flag of 
that country. There is embodied to 
our written constitution the funda- 
mental principles of the English con- 
stitution that apply to tbe person and 
to property. 


There are matters In our constitution 


that do not have a pltoe in the consti- 
tution of England. 
These matters 


chiefly belong to oar form of govern- 
ment as distinguished from the Eng- 
lish or monarchist form. Also all each 
matters as belong to the States and 
Territories have no place in tbe Eng- 
lish system, bat are imperative to our 
system for tbe 
government of tbe 


States and Territories in tbe relation 
of each to tbe other. The right to coin 
money and the right ot taxation for 
national uses are among the rights 
conferred by tbe States upon the na 
tlonal government. 


While it is • rule that tbe conetita 


tlon of England is represented where- 
ever tbe British flag represents author' 
ity it does not follow that the consti- 
tution of tbe United States follows the 
flag wherever it is an emblem of author- 
ity, and the chief oauae that would 
prevent our constitution from folio* 
Ing the flag is its diversity when com 
piired with the unwritten constitution 
of England. 


There are matters that apply to 


States and territories which may re 
suit in presenting for settlement intri 
oate questions when applied to insular 
territories such ae we have lately ac- 
quired, but there is not anything upon 
the faoe ot the constitution that lndi< 
catea a limitation of its application 
to oat lying territories. Tbe language 
of the instrument is general and for 
that cause without limit to its appli- 
cation to all territory acquired by the 
United States. 


When the constitution applies to all 


territory acquired it applies at tbe 
time it ia acquired and is on the 
ground before Coagresa or courts can 
act. When Us principles attach to 
territory they will remain till our 
jurisdiction over tbe territory is lost 
and all that Congress or courts could 
do thereafter would be to violate the 
letter and spirit of tbe I astro men t, 
should they attempt to limit its opper- 
atlon. 


There is no trouble about tbe appll- 


oatlon and opperation of tbe constitu- 
tion upon United States territory. 
The trouble is in the violation of the 
instrument to suit tbe convenience or

purpose of those who direct govern- 
ment. The application of the consti- 
tution to acquired territory la not a new 
question as it has ever been beld with- 
out question that the constitution ap- 
plied to all of our acquired territory. 


Tbe territory acquired heretofore is 


a part of the continent bat tbe princi- 
ple included in tbe application la a 
general principle and has been general I 
In Ita application to territory acquired. 


The constitution was not framed to 


meet the demands of a continent bat 
was made to meet tbe requirements of 
a nation, which conclusion will not be 
disputed by anyone who Is informed 
upon the theory of government and 
particularity those who are informed 
upon the theory of and practice under 
oar system. 


Should tbe demands of the natien 


become each that they require tbe ap- 
plication of tbe constitution to Insular 
territory,, or, in other words, territory 
that ia not a part of the continent, it is 
ample for tbe purpose in its provisions 
to meet all demands by the nation. 


Tbe demands that may rightfully be 


mado upon it would include tbe earth 
and all there is on it, and when such 
application was made it is ao strong 
and full In its all embracing power 
that tbe weight upon tbe instrument 
would not be noticeable. Tbe cause 
that gives tbe constitution its all em- 
bracing all sustaining power is its 
foundation which rests upon the uni- 
versal rights of men which are also 
inflnate.

VIOLATION OF THE 


ANTI-TRUST LAW 


Standard Oil Barons Indicted in the Lower 


House of Congress—Source of 


the Dividend.

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Representative Fitzgerald 


of New York today introduced in the House a resolution de- 
claring that the recent dividends of twenty million dollars de- 
clared by the Standard Oil Co. was the result of violation of 
the Anti-Trust law. The resolution declares that in the past 
three months thfrprice of kerosene, used largely for light and 
heat by the poor was advanced three cents per gallon to put 
millions from thtfpockets of laborers into the coffers of million- 
aires. The resolution calls for imprisonment 'and fine of th« 


criminals.

be depopulated of its finny denizens. 
The JCVBNAL has been requested by a 
snore of sportsmen to bring a crusade 
antalnst the law-breakers who trap 
tront for the market.' 


A JoiraxAi. scribe made a trip up the 


river last night in company with 
Deputy Sheriff Hayei. The latter, has 
thown great activity In the matter of 
fish protection. It is due to Us vigi- 
lance that "trout sweeping1? by the 
Indians has been pretty effectually 
broken np. 


The deputy sheriff and the reporter 


waded through the brash until they 
reached the electric light works dam. 
Here was a sight well calculated to 
make a true sportsman say-wicked 
words. On ths north shore of the river 
a wing extends np from- the breast of 
the dam. Sufficient water percolates 
through to make a sheet of water a 
hundred feet or more In length and 
thirty feet wide at the breast of the 
dam. 


A dam .Is thrown across the lower 


end of the waste water strdam. In the 
center of it are riffles by which the 
tront ascend. At Intervals of ten feet 
are similar dams across the side 
stream. Toward the upper end they 
are built close together, forming a snc- 
cession of small pools. They were all 
alive with trout. In the upper one 
especially were, it la estimated, enough 
to fill several barrels. 


Another species of trap was found a 


the breast of ths dam. Books were 


cross. In each of these was a squirm- 
ng mass of fish that could be scooped 
>nt by band with ease. 


We waited an hour Or more for the 
Islngmoon to permit the scoundrels 
who built these traps to commence 
gathering their harvest, bnt the boor 
was too early. Another expedition 
will be made up the river later In the 
light, and an interesting report may 
M made. 
It is well known who some of the 
awbrsakers are. One in particular is 
a business man and property owner in 
this elty, who >mploys three or four 
men to gather the fish at. night He 
also hires boys to sell them for him, 
besideii salting fish down by the barrel. 
The occupation is lucrative, but the 
man In question will hardly continue 
much longer to reap bis ill-gotten 
gains. 


By the way, the law deals just as 


tarshly with any person having tront 
n his possession as though he bad 
caught them himself. It is hoped the 
mbllcwill assist the officers and the 
rocBNAL in their crusade by not with- 
holding any Information that might 
lead to arrests and convictions.
